HEAVY SNOW-STORM IN NORTHWEST 


At Some Points It Reaches Nearly the 
Proportions of a Blizzard. 

The storm that made mud in Chicago pro- 
duced a heavy fall of snow in the North- 
west. At some points it reached the pro- 
portions of a blizzard and was a violent in- 
troduction to the rigors of winter. Reports 
by telegraph that follow show the extent of 
the storm. 


Effect in Illinois Towns. 


Decatur—Snow has fallen here at brief in- 
tervals nearly all day. 

Galena—The fist snow-storm to visit Ga- 
lena this season commenced last night. 
Snow fell during the night and continued 
throughout the greater portion of the day. 
The weather is growing colder. 

Quincy—Snow fell heavily for an hour this 
morning driven before a furious gale from 
the north. The gale still continues and to- 
night is blowing forty miles an hour. 

Anna—During a high gale today a two- 
story brick store building belonging to Mike 
Brown collapsed. The building was the old- 
est brick structure in Anna. Workmen 
were employed in putting in a new floor 
and remodeling the building when it fell. 
All escaped unhurt. During the-gale the 
old walls of the burned buildings of the 
Southern Insane Hospital swayed so much 
that the workmen engaged in rebuilding it 
were called off. The retention and use of 
these old walis is causing much adverse 
comment. Practical builders say they are 
unsafe. 

Causes Blockades in Wisconsin. 

Ashland—The heaviest snow-storm of the 
season is raging on Lake Superior tonight. 
The wind is from the northeast. 

Madison—The first snow of the season 
fell last night to a depth of three inches. 
It continued at intervals today. Railroad 
traffic is delayed slightly, but there are no 
serious blockades. 

Milwaukee.—The first real touch of winter 
weather tickled the neses and ears of Mil- 
waukeeans today. It was ushered in by a 
severe rain-storm, which began shortly after 
midnight and turned to sleet and snow this 
morning, continuing until noon. The mer- 
cury ran down the tube and at 9 o’clock to- 
night was 24° ebove.

President’s Message te Urge a Meas- 
ure the Administration Opposed. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—A 
Cabinet officer said today that in all prob- 
ability the President’s message would not 
contain a direct recommendation for in- 
creased revenue, but that it would urge the 
issue of the Allison exchequer notes to pro- 
vide for current expenses and possibly to be 
used as the means of retiring the greenbacks. 

It is a singular thing that when Senators 
Allison and Gorman agreed on an amend- 
ment to an appropriation bill giving the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury authority to issue 
these nctes Secretary Carlisle said he did not 
need it, and the power of the administration 
was successfully used to defeat the projeét. 
Now the Treasury will in all probability ask 
for the assistance it refused last spring.

George M. MacDonald, trom whom his 
wife, Anna M. MacDonald, obtained a di- 
vorce in Judge Ewing’s court on Saturday, 
has only regained his liberty within a week 
from Geneva Jail, in Kane County. 

MacDonald was convicted in the United 
States Court of using the mails for fraudu- 
lent purposes, and Dec. 14 last was commit- 
ted to jail on a sentence of eleven months 
and a fine of $1,000.

Ile was followed by United States Senator 
J. GC. Burrows of Michigan, who spoke on 
“Our Domestic Comnierce.”’ 

Senator Burrows of Michigan. 

Senator Burrows said: 

“Tn answer to an attempt to limit commerce 
to buving or selling or an interchange of 
commodities, Chief Justice Marshall said: 
‘Commerce undoubtedly is traffic, but it is 
something more; it is intercourse, and is 
regulated by prescribing rules for carrying 
on that commerce.’ 

“But it is a power sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to embrace not only the objects and in- 
strumentalities of commerce, but to con- 
struct, oversee, and make safe the highways 
over which that commerce moves. To that 
end it constructs thoroughfares, digs canals, 
dredges rivers, deepens waterways, opens 
and improves harbors, establishes jight- 
houses and harbors of refuge, marks the 
course of channels, and contributes with a 
lavish hand to the promotion and safety of 
our carrying trade. Since 1841 more than 
£250,000,000 has been expended in the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors. 

“The recent act of Congress fn authoriz- 
ing and the President in appointing a com- 
mission to examine and report on the feasi- 
bility of opening a deep water channel be- 
tween the great lakes and the Atiantic 
Ocean is but another and legitimate exercise 
of the power to regulate commerce with for- 
eign nations and among the States. 


Wisdom of the Fathers. 


“Rut in hothing was the wisdom of the 
fathers. more clearly exemplified than in 
taking from the States all control over the 
subject of commerce and lodging it exclu- 
sively in the national government. This 
siep was especially advantageous to the 
growth and development of our domestic 
trade. Touching inter-State commerce, it 
swept away State lines and opened a na- 
tional highway stretching across the con- 
tinent as broad as our domain, over which 
our domestic commerce might pass un- 
shackled and unimpeded to the marts of 
trade. ‘ 

“More than this. Not only is such com- 
merece exempt from all State control, but it 
is not within the power of any individual or 
body of men to obstruct its passage or im- 
pede its progress. The Supreme Court of 
the United States, without a dissenting 
voice, speaking of the power of the national 
government over national commerce de- 
clared: 

“‘Summing up our conclusions we hold 
that the Government of the United States is 
one having jurisdiction over every foot of 
soil within its territory and acting directly 
upon each citizen; that while it is a govern- 
ment of enumerated powers, it has within 
the limit of those powers all the attributes 
of sovereignty; that to it is committed power 
over inter-State commerce and the trans- 
mission of the mails; that the powers thus 
conferred upon the national government are 
not dormant, but have been assumed and put 
into practical exercise by the legislation of 
Congress, and that in the exercise of those 
powers it is,competent for the Nation to re- 
move all obstructions upon highways, nat- 
ural or artificial, to the passage of inter- 
tae commerce or to the carrying of the 
mails.’ 


Commerce Flows Undisturbed. 


*‘Under such protection our commerce may 
flow undisturbed, capital can rest secure in 
its investment, and labor confidently rely on 
employment and reward. 

‘But, as | said in the beginning, I shall not 
attempt an inventory of the quantity or 
value of our domestic commerce. It defies 
computation. A single example may serve 
to convey some faint conception of the 
magnificent proportions to which it has at- 
tained. One hundred and eighty thousand 
miles of railway, entering every State and 
territory and penétrating to the centers of 
industry and trade, present a single high- 
way of commerce over which in the year 
1803 there were moved 757,464,480 tons of 
freight a distance of 90,552,087,290 miles, 
and G28,065,0753 passengers over an aggre- 
gate milage of 15,146,711,953. 

‘*Take another channel of trade—the great 
lakes—embfacing within their coast lines of 
8,000 miles more than one-half the fresh 
water afea of the globe. The measurement 
of vessels of every discription on the lakes 
June 30, 1894, was 1,227,400 tons, more than 
oné-half the total tonnage under the Ameri- 
can flag and.38 per cent of the total steam 
tonnage of the United States, all engaged 
in the commerce of these great inland seas. 

“The magnitude of this commerce may be 
judged from the fact that more than 35,000,- 
000 tons of freight passed through the De- 
troit River during the last season of navi- 
gation, while the freight tonnage through 
the Sault Ste. Marie Canal in 1894 was 13,- 
250,000 tons—5,000,000 tons more than passed 
through the Suez Canal. 

“It is to be hoped the time is not far dis- 
tant when the flag of our commerce shall 
be unfurled in every port of trade in Central 
and South America, when the feeble barrier 
hetween the two oceans shall give way to 
American enterprise and American capital 
and a new highway of commerce open on the 
sea: when even an intercontinental railway 
shall penetrate to the very centers of South 
American trade, binding the republics of the 
Western Hemisphere in indissoluble bonds 
of commercial interest and unity. When 
that time comes the republic will enter upon 
a new and unexampled era of industrial 
prosperity and commercial prowess.” 

Charles Hmory Smith of Philadelphia, ex- 
Minister to Russia, was the third speaker, 
his toast being ““National Development and 
Opportunity.”’ 


Charles Emory Smith. 


Charlies Emory Smith. spoke as follows: 

“Ours is a land of fullness and not of fam- 
ine. Providence bas dowered us with match- 
less opportunity and the world’s evolution 
unfolds before us the crowning destiny of 
mankind. In a hundred years a marvelous 
growth has advanced our country from al- 
most nothing until today it possesses more 
than one-fifth of all the wealth of all the 
world, 

“In the two decades from 1870 to 1890 the 
three mighty powers of Great Britain, 
France, and Germany, all combined, with 
their 125,000,000 people, gained in. wealth 
$50,000,000, 000, while the United States alone, 
with jits 60,000,000 people, gained $338,000,- 
000,001. 

“In 1860 the product of our manufactures 
was little more than half of England’s. In 
1800 it more than doubled her output. Our 
expansion in indwstries was more than twice 
that ‘of England, France, and Germany to- 
gether. 

“Their debts are piling up, ours are melting 
away; their taxes are rising, ours are falling; 
ours are relatively declining. Their product- 
ive forces are stripped from armies and arm- 
aments; ours are at the plow, the forge, the 
loom, and the exchange—at the tools of 
wealth and not of waste. England’s taxes 
are 1) per cent of her earnings: France’s 13 
per cent, Germany's 10% per cent, while ours 
are only 5 per cent. 


Poor Relief and Education. 


“England spends one-sixth of its local taxes 
and one-twelfth of all its revenue for poor 
relief, and only one-seventeenth for schools. 
The United States spends one-sixth of all 
its national and local income for schools, 
and the demand for poor relief is only a 
beggarly item. The contrast is the key of 
the future, 

“And we are only at the threshold of our 
development. Most of the growth I have 
briefly portrayed: has come within twenty 
years. Who shall grasp the advantement 
of the next twenty or thirty years or pict- 
ure the dazzling destiny of the next century? 
Our spirit, if not our flag, will rule the hem- 
isphere. — 

“The Nicaragua Canal, constructed by 
American capital, and owing allegiance only 
to American control, will open through the 
continent the highway of the sea, and New 
York, wresting the final scepter from Lon- 

-don, will stand, like another Venice of the 
earlier and narrower days, as the focus and 
emportum of the world’s wide commerce be- 
tween the Orient and the Occident.”

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CRASH OF BRIDGE TRAINS. 


COLLISION NEAR BROOKLYN END 
CAUSED BY HEAVY FOG, 


‘One Passenger Killed and a Conductor 
Seriously Injured—Occurs When the 
Travel Was Light, or There Would 
Have Been a Heavy Loss of Life— 


All Receive Bruises—General News 
from the Metropolis of the East. 
New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.}—A bad 
smash-up occurred near the Brooklyn end 
of the big bridge at 7:20 this morning. The 

victims of the disaster are: 

COOPER, THOMAS. 27 years old, a conductor on 
the train; both iegs cut off. 

GRANITE, GEORGE, 28 years old, a passenger 
on the train, No, 840 East One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth stre@t, New York; left leg badly crushed; 
died after an operation. 

The accident occurred when a heavy fog 
lay over the city. One train was standing 
west of the Brooklyn terminal waiting for 
the train ahead to be switched over to the 
west-bound track. A second train bound 
from this city came bowling along at a high 
rate of speed, and evidently the conductor 
could not see the train ahead until he was 
within a few feet of it. 

He put_on the brakes, but it was too late. 
The train crashed into the one ahead of it, 
telescoping the rear car and hurling before 
it the two injured men, who were standing 
on the rear platform. 

The train which caused the collision was 
composed of four cars. It left the terminal 
on this side of the bridge at 7:14 o'clock. The 
other preceded, it by ninety seconds. Be- 
fore the accident occurred an “engine had 
been derailed, causing the delay of trains. 
There were not more than twenty-five or 
thirty passengers in each of the two trains. 

Travel from New York to Brooklyn at this 
hour in the morning is always light. Had 
the accident occurred a little later, or had 
the collision been on the west-bound in- 
stead of the east-bound track; the loss of 
life would have been large. 

As it was, however, all of the passengers 
in both trains were badly shaken up, and 
many more.or less bruised. Many were 
hurled from their seats to the floor. In an 
sinstant all was confusion. Above the crash- 
ing of the timbers of the two cars and the 
bending and breaking of the iron gates could 
be heard the cries of the two injured men, 
who were lying in the middle of car No. 60 
at the rear of the first train. 

When the trains were brought to a stand- 
still the passengers who had been thrown 
from their seats began to rush about in their 
vain endeavors to escape from the train. 
Some of the men climbed over the car gates 
and jumped down into the promenade. Then 
they helped the few women on the train off 
by the same means of exit. 


HEINE AND TWO-TAILED MERMAIDS. 


Possible Rejection of the Monument to 
German Poet Creates Excitement. 

New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.}—The Pari 
Board has not yet announced its decision 
regarding the Heine monument, of which 
the National Sculpture Society disapproves 
inferentially. on the ground that it is not 
‘proper in all its artistic treatment and di- 
rectly and positively because, ‘‘considerinz 
its size, taste, and sculptural and architect- 
ural qualities,’ the society felt ‘‘fastified in 
advising the authorities that it is the kind 
of monumient about which so much adverse 
criticism has been made hitherto.”’ 

But if the Heine fountain is not erected in 
this city it will be set upin Chicago. This 
cetermination was reached by the committee 
of the Heine Fair at a meeting tonight- in 
which the members of the National Sculpt- 
ure Society were denounced. 

The Heine fountain has encountered 
rather unusual vicissitudes. It was de- 
signed and executed by Ernst Herter, the 
German sculptor, and was originally in- 
tended for presentation to the City of Dus- 
seldorf, the birthplace of the poet, but for 
some political reason that city refused to 
accept it. Then the United States German 
societies agreed to secure the fountain and 

resent it to the City of New York. Central 

ark was regarded as the proper place for 
its erection and the proposition was submit- 
ted to the old Park Board. That body did 
not feel competent to pass upon the artistic 
merits of the work without an expert opin- 
ion, and the assistance of the National 
Sculpture Society was sought. 

A fair was opened last Saturday night in 
the Lenox Lyceum to raise funds for the 
purchase of the fountain. When the news 
reached the Lyceum the active workers in 
the fair were angry and indignant. Presi- 
dent Richard Katzenmayer expressed him- 
self in vigorous language. 

Equally severe in criticising the judgment 
of the Sculpture Society’s committee is Al- 
exander Doyle, sculptor, of No. 229 East 
Twentieth street. 

“Impossible standards,’ says Mr. Doyle 
in his letter, *‘ should not be set up for non- 
members of the Sculpture Society, nor 
should the reputation of any artist be placed 
at the risk of malicious judgment by profes- 
sional rivals. You may doubt the malicious 
use of the power thus given to the society, 
but I am speaking with the knowledge that 
in one instance at least it has been so used 
by an officer of that society against a non- 
member.”’ 

The statue represents in part the song of 
the Lorelei. -The two-tailed mermaids on 
the pedestal are supposed to have aroused 
the Sculpture Society’s resentment. 


MANY POLITICIANS VISITING GOTHAM 


Conferences Between Leaders a Mat- 
ter of Common Occurrence. 

New York, Nov. 19.—Politicians from all 
parts of the country are registered at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. Most of them claim 
that their visit has no political significance, 
and yet conferences between prominent 
leaders were not infrequent today.. Conspic- 
uous in the lobby were ex-President Harri- 
son, Senator Sherman of Ohio, Senator Ju- 
lius C. Burrows of Michigan, Congressman 
Galusha A. Grow of Pennsylvania, James 
S. Clarkson of lowa, Congressman J. G. 
Cannon of Illinois, ex-Senator Warner -Mil- 
ler of New York, Joseph H. Maniey of 
Maine, Charles W. Hackett of Utica, Sen- 
ator-elect Hobart Krum of New York, and 
ex-Mayor Oliver of Pittsburg. Senator 
Burrows, when asked his opinion in regard 
to Republican Presidential candidates, said: 

“The woods are full of able Republican 
candidates. I only wish we could elect fif- 
teen Presidents at once in order to gratify 
the ambition of every one.” The Senator 
then, referring to the Democratic party, 
said he thought President Cleveland would 
be renominated. 

Ex-President’ Harrison received a number 
of callers, among them William Brookfield, 
Commissioner ‘of Public Works.

Senator Sherman said he was in the city 
on private business and would attend-to 
political matters when he returned to Wash- 
ington. When asked about Cuban affairs, he 
ecaid he had nothing to say; that such mat- 
ters as Cuba, Venezuela, and the Waller 
case were too grave to be discussed at this 
time. He said his relations with Mr. Platt 
were not unfriendly, that any opinions he 
might have expressed in regard to the con- 
duct of Mr. Platt were fair and honest, and 
that he had no grievance agalnst Mr. Platt.

Holman Restores the Old-Fash-~ 
ioned Thanksgiving Game. 

Turkeys will soon strut and gobble in 
windows now occupied by dusty bottles and 
gaudy lithographs. ‘“Bath-House John” 
Coughlin’s sheep will be driven out of their 
pasture in the window of the ‘Silver DolNar’”’ 
buffet, and with them will go their sign, 
‘These lambs are to be fleeced.’” Instead 
of the sheep ‘“‘Bath-House John” will have 
on his 6x4 cit¥Y farm three dejected turkeys 
which will strut about under the sign, 
‘*These turkeys are to be raffied.”’ : 

It is to the good offices of Ald. Holman that 
the turkey can again appear as the chief 
ornament of the saloon window. The old 
custom of turkey raffling on Thanksgiving 
Eve fell into disfavor and was prohibited 
last year, owing to more or less irregularity 
in the manner of conducting a distribution 
of the festive birds. But the boys yearned 
again for the wild excitement of the old- 
time turkey raffle and Monday night Ald. 
Holman got an order through the Council 
rescinding the order prohibiting turkey raf- 
filing on the night before Thanksgiving. 

Turkey raffles are conducted in various 
manners. The most common way of decid- 
ing the fate of the usually much attenuated 
birds is by throwing dice. Other saloons 
have a wheel of fortune, and after each man 
has paid 25 cents for a chance the wheel is 
revolved, and the turkey goes to the holder 
of the lucky number.

One reason is because he is a trifle excited 
bv his good luck, and the other is the thought 
of the appearange he will make sitting in a 
street car in company with a mournful-vis- 
aged fowl, which celebrates its liberation 
from the saloom by. trying to pick out its 
deliverer’s eyes. | 

So the man ‘who wins the turkey at a raffle 
is willing to sell it back again to the saloon- 
keeper for six bits. And the saloonkeeper 
is more than willing, for he doesn’t give tur- 
key raffles for hia health. 
| AS soon as the‘saloonkeeper gets the bird 
back again he at ence puts him up to be 
raffied for again,/ and as soon as somebody 
wins it promptly buys it back again. So the 
turkey which gobble-gobbles mournfully 
and sadly in the saloon window the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving. is perched: there also on 
the day after Thanksgiving, sadder and still 
more mournful.

WORK ON LAKE FRONT SEA WALL. 


City May Prepare to Fill the Basin 
Within a Few Days. 

Commissioner Hunt thinks the Illinois 
Central people will have the first 500 feet of 
the Lake-Front sea wall completed so the 
eity can commence filling in within thirty 
days. Assistant Chief Engineer Parkhurst 
called on the Commissioner yesterday to 
assure him that the company was doing 
everything possible to get the work started. 
On account of an accident somewhere 
along the line of the road in which three 
carloads of piles are detained the pile driv- 
ing at Park row has been delayed. 

This supply of piling, however, will reach 
the city today. A large consignment was 
received when the work was commenced 
several days ago, but were condemned by 
the officials of the company for not being 
up to the standard as required by the speci- 
fications, which are that they shall be 
thirty-five feet long and twelve inches 
thick. 

Mr. Parkhurst said also that during the 
present week a force of men would com- 
mence operations on the retaining wall 
along the west side of the tracks. They will 
start at Park row and build north, using the 
excavated dirt to fill up the park. The sea 
wall will be started at Randolph street and 
carried south, s@ as to give the city an op- 
portunity to cart dirt across the viaduct 
this winter and dump it into the basin.

a raft and airship they reach the enchanted 
island and-find much to mystify them. The 
Brownies hide in the outer halls of the eastle, 
while their king and some of his followers, 
disguised as a German street band, gain en- 
trance to Dragonfel’s mighty presence. At 
a favorable moment they make an attack on 
Dragonfel and are just about to conquer 
when he calls on Vulcan to bring earth- 
quake and ruin. The castle falls in ruins, 
the mountain becomes a volcano, and lava 
is seen pouring down its side to overwheim 
and destroy the Brownies. The Brownie 
fire department comes to the reseue. Day- 
light finds the Brownies still in quest of the 
Queen and as their power is gone with the 
rising sun they are easily overcome by 
Dragonfel’s followers and are made to slave 
and toil in the mines. Here they remain 
until the Russian Brownie explodes a dyna- 
mite bomb, with which the peace of the 
whole band has been continually threatened 
The explosion causes a caving in of a rift in 
which Dragonfel happens to be, and in the 
meantime Euphrosyne has come to the res- 
cue of the Queen and Fays.

STARTLING REPORTS FROM TURKEY. 

Twa reports come from Europe as to the 
condition of the “sick man” of Turkey. 
One has it that the Suitan bas become iu- 
sane and the other that he has been poi- 
soned! Both reports need confirmation 
at the time of this writing, but it would 
not be remarkable if one or the other were 
true. | 

If the Sultan has become insane, of 
which there has been previous rumors, 
there is ample reason to account for it. 
There is the taint of insanity in the family. 
His course of life has not been conducive to 
mental or bodily health. 
has been in turmoil for years. He has 
aroused the indignation of the whole civil- 
ized world by the atrocities which his sav- 
age Kurds have perpetrated upon the Ar- 
menians and by the outrages which every 
day’s report now says are inflicted not alone 
upon Armenians, but upon Christians of all 
Revolts are breaking 
out in various quarters. Even in Constan- 
tinople the air is full of rumors of revolu- 
tion aind plots against the lives of the Sul- 
tan and his Ministers. Meanwhile the 
fleets jof the great powers have assembled 
at Sallonica and he has been notified that 
these massacres must cease at once and 
order must ve restored and guarantees of 
reform given or the powers will take pos- 
session of: Turkey and administer it them- 
selves, if they do not dismember it. Under 
such @ pressure as this it is not remarkable 
that there are rumors Abdul Hamid has 
become insane. 

The report of the Sultan's death by poi- 
son needs verification, but even this out- 
come of the situation in Constantinople 
would not be remarkable. It is not even 
necessary to trace such a deed to vengeful 
Armenians. There is « revolutionary 
moveinent in Constantinople of dangerous 
proportions organized by young liberal 
Turks, who waut a constitution. They 
have openly menaced Abdul Hamid and 
his Ministers and the palace spies and po- 
lice have been kept busy running down the 
authors of threatening placards. Infan- 
try and artillery have been kept within the 
palace grounds by the timorous monarch. 
It is not impossible however, that the Sul- 
tan’s vigilance has been eluded and that he 
has become the victim of the popular 
wrath. Even if this be not the case it is 
possible that this daily dunger may have 
added to the causes which have led up to 
his alleged insanity. 

In case vither of these reports are true 
the situation of affairs may take a new 
turn. The heir apparent to the throne is 
the Sultan’s brother, Mehemmed-Reshad 
Effendi, a man in his fifty-first year. Every- 
thing will depend upon the character of the 
He may have. the resolution to 
make the refornfs demanded by the powers 
or he may be even more fanatica! than the 
present Sultan, In that case there would 
be a speedy end put to Mosiem cruelty and 
oppression. Sut whether Abdul Hamid be 
insane,or dead it will be a relief if the 
world is really rid of him. He is “the un- 
speakable Turk,” full of craftiness, and 
as brutal as his own Kurds. -His successor 
could hardly be worse. Possibly he might 
be a better ruler. 


EXPORTS OF MEATS AND DAIRY PROD- 
UCTS 

The latest report of Secretary Morton 
shows that many more animals were in- 
spected during the tast fiscal year than in 
the one preceding. Also more meat was in- 
spected by government officials, and both at 
a much smaller cost per unit of number and 
quantity. The animals were inspected at an 
average cost of 1.1 cents per head, against 
1.75 cents in 1894 and 4.75 cents per head 
in 1893. Nearly two million pieces of swine 
fiesh were placed under the microscope, at 
an average cost of 4.9 cents for each ex- 
amination, against 6.55-cents in 1894 and 
8.75 cents in 1893.~ But the Secretary calls 
attention to the evident fact that if State 
and municipal authorities do not intelli- 
gently and dilligently coéperate with 
those of the National Government the 
result is that the people of the great 
killing centers become the consumers 
of all rejected animals and _ meats. 
So he asks if it wou'd not be better to rele- 
gate the whole matter of animal and meat 
inspection to State and municipal authority, 
and intimates his conviction that in any 
case theownersof the animals and carcasses 
ought to pay for the service which confers 
an added selling value on their commodities. 

It well may be questioned if the examina- 
tion for trichina confers un iota of value 
upon the pork, specimens of which have 
been passed in review under the microscope. 
It is doubted, if not absolutely denied, by 
persons in a position to know. The great 
bulk of our exports of swine flesh goes to 
the British ‘Islands, and consumers there 
take no account of the examination for 
trichina, while the “trichina’’ is only an 
excuse with the French and German au- 
thorities for shutting out pork meats which 
compete with the native product. The fol- 
lowing are the reported prices for bacon at 
wholesale in the London market last Sep- 
tembér: Irish, $12.85 to $13.50; English, 
$14.09 to $15.10; continental, $9.69 to 
$14.11; American (short rib middles), $8.25 
to $8.68: American, Cumberland cut, $9.11 
to $0.54; Canadian, $10.50 to $11.28. In 
hams there is a still wider price discrimina- 
tion against the American product, which 
is quoted at $9.54 to $10.25 for long cut and 
$8.68 to $10.25 for short cut, as compared 
with $17.33 to. $22 for Irish and $17.33 to 
$19.50 for the Camberland product. So it 
would appear. that something besides ex- 
amination for trichina is needed for the 
American bacon. The character of the

port. The English people prefer bacon that 
is lean, thin, and mildly cured. Hence the 
butchers there pay extra prices for hogs on 
foot not exceeding 150 pounds in sveight 
and carrying not more than two and a half 
inches of fat on the back. Heavier weight 
hogs brin r prices. “Smaller and 
“leaner for bacon purposes are de- 
- manded in nearly all foreign markets, and

but thedifference in values disappears when 
the meat réaches the retailer. The British 
consumer is unable to detect, either by the 
eye or palate, the origin of a side 6f beef or 
of a roast cut fromit. British consumers 
learned long ago that they had been com- 
pletely deceived by purchasing American 
for Scotch and English beef, and the com- 
plaint now made by them is that the re- 
tailer does not allow them to take a share 
of the profits he makes on the American 


‘article. Cheese from the United States is, 


as a rule, the poorest in quality that reaches 
the English market, and the British public 
is prejudiced against it from this fact and 
also the knowledge that so much has been 
adulterated in the past. Asa consequence, 
while every other country shipping cheese 
to Great Britain has enlarged its trade this 
year the United States has lost over 21 per 
cent of its last year’s business. “‘ Unless 
our shippers of cheese pursue a very differ- 
ent course the history of our foreign trade 
in. that product will speedily fall to the level 
now occupied by American butter,” which 
constitutes only about 1 per cent of the but- 
ter imports of the United | Kingdom.

EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURED GOODS. 

The latest report by the United States 
Buredu of Statistics shows that for the fis- 
cal year ending with last June our exports 
of American manufactures exceeded 184 
million dollars, which was half a million 
‘nore than the total for the fiscal year end-: 
ing in 1894 and several millions greater 
than the value of American manufactures 
«exported in any previous year, The total 
‘or September was $16,351,829, against 
$15,329,554 for September of last year, 
this increase not being so great as those ex- 
hibited by the figures for July and August. 
At the same time it is worthy of remark 


thatthe manufactured goods exported last 


September exceeded in value by more than 
a million dollars the average monthly ship- 
ments of any previous year, and that if the 
September rate should be continued for the 
current fiscal year the total would be near- 
ly 200 millions. For the first nine months 
cf the present calendar year the total was 
€145,793,486. which is $12,414,877, or more 
than 8 per cent, of increase over the figures 
for the same months in 1894. 

A comparison of the September exports 
with those of a year previously shows the 
‘ollowing among other interesting facts: 
The exports of American woolens were 
$61,018, a gain of 30 per cent. Those of 
cotton cloths were $944,338, a gain of near- 
ty 14 per cent, and the exports of other 
cotton manufactures show an increase of 
%143,848, while the experts of leather, and 

manufactures of leather increased $579,- 
C00. There were smaller increases in the 
exports of bouseholdrfurniture, lead, steel 
rails. saws, tools, @arriages, street cars, 
brass. books. 4nd some other articles. The 
figures for the nine months ending with 
September show gains in the exports of 
drugs and chemicals, agricultural imple- 
qnents, macbinery, locomotives, sewing ma- 
chines. scientific instruments, glass and 
classware, builders’ hardware, soap, cot- 
ron goods, leather and leather goods, and 
manufactures of flax and hemp and india- 
rubber. It is noted that the present rate 
ef export of our manufactured goods ex- 
veeds that of our wheat export, the total for 
which in the great wheat year of 1892 was 
It compares favorably 
with our exports of cotton in years of short 
crop and is four times the usual value of 
vtir exports of corn: 

It is a fact that our manufacturing es- 
sablishments in many of the departments of 
industry are active, some of them having 
more orders ahead than they can fill-in the 
near future, atid that the returns are suf- 
ficiently good to have enabled employers in 
uumerous instances voluntarily to merease 
the wages of their hands where those 
wages had been cut down as a necessary 
consequence of the panic of 1893. But the 
condition if not one which the Democrats 
are entitled to claim should be credited to 
them, seeig it is only a reaction from the 
yaralysis they caused by their ill-advised 
efforts to bing the country towards the 
free trade basis. The panic they precipi 
fated had the effect of cut:ing down prices 
for raw material and the compensation of 
the wage earner sufficiently low to enable 
manufacturers to produce goods cheaply at 
the expense of the men who get out the 
rw material and shape it into forms best 
adapted for consumption. There is some 
compensation in this, as it .enables us to 
gay part of the balance of trade against us. 
but an advantage obtained by the pros- 
tration of nome labor is far from being the 
unadulterated good which the Democrats 
have held out to the workingmen of this 
country as certain to result from the adop- 
tion of free trade policies.

Isthe 
Two Million club ready to give it? - 
The Constitution says that “ Congress 
shall have power to exercise exclusive juris- 


diction in all cases whatsoever over such 
district, not exceeding ten miles square, as 
may, by cession of particular States and 
the acceptance of Congress, become the 
seat of government of the United States.” 


Under that grant of power Congress ac- 
quired the District of Columbia, and gov-

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS MUST CEASE 
The visit of the Chicago delegation to At- 


jlanta and other Southern cities will have 


failed in a large part of its legitimate pur- 


pose if it does not result in the breaking 


down of the worse than Chinese wall which 
certain ‘railroad interests erected sixteen 
years ago along the Ohio River to prevent 
inter-State commerce between the West 
and South. The object of building that 
wall was to shut out Chicago and other 
parts of the West from trade with the 
Southern States, except in such lines of 
goods as are non-competitive with those 


produced. and handled in the Atlantic sea- 


board cities. It has accomplished its pur- 
pose. While Chicago merchants have been 
able to send their pork products and bread- 
stuffs to the South for distribution among 
its people, there has been a practical em- 
bargo on shipments of manufactured goods 
and general :nerchandise thither from this 
section. That is accomplished by unlawful, 
discriminative freight rates, which actually 
are prohibitory. They make a dividing line 
as sharp and complete as ever was the 
“Mason and Dixon line,”” which has been 
obliterated by a renewal of the entente 
cordiale between the peoples of the two sec- 
tions. 

Some of the prominent citizens who went 
on the tour which had Atianta as its chief 
objective point have been interviewed on 
the subject. More than one of the number 
thinks a start has been made, that the 
social relations already established will 
lead to ¢ominercial exchanges. Others 
thought the decision of the case now pend- 
ing before the United States Court in Cin- 
cinnati will open the way to reform, and 
still- others kinted that Congressional ac- 
tion may be necessary to give relief from 
the infliction. But the idea seems to be 
general that the free and open discussion 


of the topic between the visitors and the 


Southerners during the tour will prove to 
be productive of more good than could have 
been accomplished by the cireulation of 
pamphlets or the writing of letters, and 
that the demand by both thes: South and 
the West will be too strong to be resisted 
by those who have hitherto maintained the 
discrimination. It was truly remarked by 
one of the visitors that friendship does not 
count fer much in trade, as people will buy 
where they can buy the cheapest. But 
when: a New York man can buy furniture 
in Grand Rapids, take it home and then send 
it South, offering it at lower prices than 
those at which the manufacturer ean afford 
to sell and pay the freight direct, it is time 
for friendship to call a halt on the nefarious 
arrangement, and insist on a breaking down: 
of the conditions which render possible the 
favoring of one section as against another. 

I‘ranklin MacVeagh, who, as a leading 
merchant of this city ought to be credited 
with knowing whereof he affirms in this 
matter, says: “If some North and South 
line like the .llinois Central would take up 
the fight for Chicago it could break down 
the barrier. But that railroad is against us 
in our otWn State as well as below the Ohio.” 
He avers tiiat “even in Southern Illinois 
the rates are against us,” the East and West 
lines favoring the smaller jobbing centers. 
This is a strong indictment of the manage- 
ment of a line which was supposed to obtain 
such peculiar advantages ihat it agreed to 
pay a portion of its earnings each year into 
the State Treasury, and for more than a 
generation has shut out the people of Chi- 
cago from a very large part of their lake 
front. It might be well for the united 
voice of the West ¢nd South to demand of 
the Central as well as of the Southern 
Association a little more regard for the 
rights of both sections. 

It is thought probable that the announce- 
ment of the decision of the court in Cin- 
cinnati cannot be much longer delayed... If 
that proves strong enough to cause an 
abatement of the discrimination, well and 
good. If otherwise, or if held back more 
than a few weeks longer, it will be in order 
for the people of Chicago and the West to 
join with those of the South in a demand 
on their representatives in Congress for 
legislation that will leave no doubt in the 
minds of the railroad managers as to what 
is required of them by the people whom 
they are supposed to serve in their capacity 
of “common carriers.’

last 165,198 copies. On Oct. 31 he “sol- 
emnly swears” that it hed run down to

ing the unsold “take backs” only 1,734 
copies it leaves net circulation. Thus be- 
tween April 15 last and Nov. 15 inst. the 
publisher of the Record publicly confesses 
to a shrinkage of circulation of 30,000! 

Since last Friday there has been a fur- 
ther falling off. The Record’s net circula- 
tion today if made under solemn oath of 
the publisher would be under 130,000, And 
the end of the shinking up process is not yet. 
The puzzle of mystery is how to cqnceal it 
from its advertisers.

They look out for 
their own interests and their own revenues 
only, and will continue to do so as longas 
ignorant constituents keep them in the 
Council. 


Tue St. Louis Republic thinks Inspector 
Shea should not have interrupted the female 
Anarchist, Lucy Parsons, when she was 
about to get violent in language, but have 
let her finish her distempered harangue. 

Evidently the St. Louis paper is not as well 
acquainted with this woman as is Inspector 
Shea. He knows her seditious tongue, which 
is quite as uncontrollable as her husband’s 
was, which sent him to the gallows. Out of 
kindness to the woman the Inspector cau- 
tioned her to go slow before she had quite 
worked herself up into a mad dog style of 
passion. He knew what sort of incendiary 
talk she would indulge in better than any 
one else, and that her advice to her hearers 
might result in some of them committing 
murder. He kept her out of doing mischief 
and getting herself into trouble. Anyway, 
why should any one find fault when such a 
person is requested to stop short of advising 
murder? This Parsons woman, like the 
other Anarchists, does not acknowledge the 
law. Their doctrine is ““Down with the law. 
Throttle the law.” They have little right to 
appeal to it for protection while committing 
murder. It is as much out of place for them 
or their friends to complain of violations of 
the law as it was for the Missouri rebels to 
complain that President Lincoln was vio- 
lating the Constitution when he was doing 
the best he could to save the Constitution 
from destruction. on which the Missouri 
rebels were waging war. The Republic 
should not be troubled. The people of this 
city know how to deal with Anarchists, for 
they have had some experience with them. 


THE Charleston News and Courier says 
that ‘‘Nevada having once been made a State 
must remain one always—that those who 
made her cannot unmake her, for she isa 
part now of ‘an indestructible union of in- 
destructible States.’ ”’ 

Neither men nor States are immortal. The 
latter die when they cease to havea popula- 
tion, for the people make the State. The 
only question is as to how great the decay 
in population must be to justify sending a 
State to the “home for incurables’”—that 
is, annexing it to a healthy political organ- 
ization. If Nevada had only three inhab- 
itants, one serving as Representative and 
the others as Senators, would the News and 
Courier call her an “indestructible State’’? 
How if she had only twenty people, or a hun- 
dred? She has ripw less than.a quarter of 
the number of people who make up a Con- 
gressional ratio for one seat in the House of 
Representatives. And yet Nevada has one 
Representative and two Senators in Con- 
gress, though for a generation she has been 
growing like cow’s tail, downward. She has 
done nothing during the last thirty years 
except to dwindle and decay, and it is about 
time for the States which mistakenly let 
her into the Union to restore her to Califor- 
nia, from which she should have never been 
separated, or to unite her<to Utah. 


Tue vote polled in Kentucky at the late 
election was the heaviest ever cast. In 1888 
the total was 344,781, Harrison receiving 
155,134 and Cleveland 183,800. In 1892 there 
was a falling off of nearly 4,000 in the total 
vote. At the Congressional election of 1804 
there wére only 329,503 votes cast, but of 
these the Republican candidates had 158,000 
and the Democratic ones 160,310. This year 
the total vote was 357,391. Bradley got 172.,- 
486 and Hardin 163,962, or nearly 20,000 less 
than Cleveland did seven years ago, al- 
though there has been an increase in popu- 
lation and presumptively in the number of 
Democrats in the meanwhile. But, while 
this latest vote was the heaviest one, the 
State can do better thanthat. It had in 1890 
450,792 males of voting age. There were 
only about 29,000 foreign-born males, and 
of these 20,000 were naturalized.

PLAINTIFF IN NOTED SUIT DIES. 


Miss Campbell Follows “Baby Bunt- 
ing’ Arbuckle to the Grave, 

Ironton, O., Nov. 19.—Miss Clara Camp- 
bell, who attained notoriety a few years ago 
in a breach of promise case, claiming $100,- 
000 damages from Charles Arbuckle, the 
wealthy coffee dealer, died this morning. 

[The breach suit, brought in 1888, attracted 

general attention, and was [fully exploited in 
the newspapers at the time. 
replete with ludicrous features. 
' Mr. Arbuckle was then 50 years old, dyed 
his hair and mustache, and was a good deal 
of a fop. He also had a fondness for the 
society of women. He became acquainted 
with Miss Campbell, then 38 years old, and 
who possessed a profusion of bleached hair. 
She was susceptible to flattery, and soon 
evinced a fondness for Mr. Arbuckle. After 
he had been her ‘“‘steady’’ for some months 
she insjsted upon. a marriage ceremony be- 
ing performed. He objected. She insisted 
further, and finally brought suit against 
him for breach of promise of marriage. 

It was developed at the trial that each had 
confessed confidentially the artificial make- 
up to the other during the courtship. Many 
letters from Miss Campbell to Arbuckle were 
read in court. They were all signed “‘Bun- 
ny."" Some of them were addressed “Baby,” 
and others “Baby Bunting.’’ She explained 
on the stand that when they became en- 
gaged he asked her to kiss him, and told her 
that her name was Bunny. 

Arbuckle, who died some time ago at his 
home in Brooklyn, never got over the dis- 
grace of the trial.)
